■ra Realtors 



Cultural Events 

in Southwest D.C.

M arch and April are full of free cultural events for Southwest residents. 
As our abysmal Washington weather makes steady improvement, 
there are dozens of events and exhibitions for even the most finan¬ 
cially strapped, within easy walking distance of our neighborhood. 

C lose at hand, the Art in the Sanctuary program at Westminster Presbyter¬ 
ian Church at 400 I Street, SW, is featuring the jazz inspired paintings of Jay 
Coleman. Coleman's large, colorful oils depict John Coltraneand other greats, 
while echoing the beat of their music. 

The annual Kite Festival is poised to take advantage of the strong M arch 
winds. It is held on the National Monument grounds on Saturday, the M ar. 
27th between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m., and will feature a competition and demon¬ 
strations by a range of international kiteflying experts. Southwesters are urged 
to bring a kite, and don't forget the kids. 

In conjunction with the Cherry Blossom festivities, the Freer/Sackler 
Museum (10th to 12th Ave. SW at Independence Ave. - Smithsonian Metro) 
will featureafreeYasujiro Ozu film festival on weekends until April 25 - some 
Fridays at 7 pm and some Sundays at 2 pm. 

Single Southwesters can impress their dates with their esoteric knowledge of 
Japanese cinema while picking up their free tickets one hour ahead of show 
times. Ozu's oeuvre includes dramas, comedies and gangster noir movies from 
1929 to 1961. A complete listing is available on the Freer's website, 
www.asia.si.edu. 

As part of the Environmental Film Festival taking place here in Washing¬ 
ton, The National M useum of the American Indian is sponsoring three free 
movies at the H irshhorn's Ring Auditorium, 7th & Independence Ave. S.W. 
(L'Enfant Plaza M etro). The featured films include "Totem: Return of theG'ps- 
golox Pole", on Thursday, M arch 25 at 8 p.m.. "Totem" is documentary about 
N M Al's repatriation to Alaskan natives of a totem pole purloined by the H arri- 
man Expedition at the turn of the last century. Friday, M arch 26 at 8, the films 
are "Song of the Earth" and "Voices of the SierraTarahumara", about a tribe in 
N orthern M exico affected by logging and mining operations. 

0 n Saturday, the 20th of M arch, the National M useum of Natural H isto- 

ry is throwing an event billed as "Americafs Wildest Festival," which celebrates 
the centennial of the National Wildlife Refuge System. It runs from 11 a.m. to 
4 p.m. and promises lots of interactive experiences, including music, puppets 
and wildlife illustration demonstrations, for the entire family. 

Also at N M N FI, the winning selections from the 2003 Jackson Hole Inter¬ 
national Wildlife Film Festival will be screened between 11:30 and 5:30 in 
Baird Auditorium on Sunday, March 28th. Go early and check out the new 
Kenneth D Behring Family H all of M ammals. 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art, on 17th Street Northwest at New York 
Avenue, has a must-see exhibition called "The Quilts of Geek Bend". These 
sewn abstract compositions by impoverished African-American women from a 
remote area in Alabama carry patchwork quilting to new heights, winning praise 
from avant-garde critics and astronomical prices from modern collectors. The 
works amply demonstrate that lack of money is no barrier to making great art. 
The Corcoran is free on M ondays and is open weekdays except Tuesday from 
10 to 5. 

On the third of April, the National Cherry Blossom Festival Parade steps 
off at 10:00 on Pennsylvania Avenue, with bands, floats, acrobats, vintage cars 
and princesses. 

For sports fans who prefer their football without helmets or pads, there's the 
Cherry Blossom Rugby Tournament going on simultaneously on the hockey 
fields by the Lincoln Memorial. 

And for aficianados of animation there's the Japanese Anime Film 
M arathon starting at 11:00 a.m. at the Freer on the same day. Free admission.
